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Washington (AP) - The House voted Wednesday 
against bringing more than six million government 
workers under Social Security, a change that would 
have reduced the still tax increases needed to save 
the system from going broke. 
The 386-38 vote came as the House considered 
amendments to a bill to bail Social Security out of 
its financial troubles by nearly tripling Social 
Security taxes for many American workers over 
the next 10 years. 


The bill would shift a greater portion of the tax 
burden to upper-income workers, but it would mean 
higher taxes for all 104 million Americans who pay 
into Social Security. 


The action on an amendment against bringing 
more workers into the system overruled the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Under the bill as amended, the maximum Social 
Security tax would go up during the next decade 
from the present $965 per year to $2,982. 
With the new workers paying into the program, 
the maximum tax in 1987 would have been $2,732. 
The amendment, by Rep. Joseph L. Fisher. R- 
Va., calls for a two-year study of bringing the 
workers under the program. Federal workers now 
have separate retirement plans and employes of 
state and local governments and of nonprofit 
organizations may form independent plans. 
Fisher and his supporters said it would be unfair 


to phase out separate pension plans on which 
workers have been basing their retirement plans. 
The Virginia Democrat, who represents a district 
where numerous federal workers reside, expressed 
confidence that Congress would include govern­ 
ment workers after the study. 
Opponents scoffed at this assertion, citing 
numerous studies dating from the 1930s recommen­ 
ding inclusion of government workers. 


Opponents of the Fisher amendment said no 
government workers would lose benefits under the 
committee-approved bill. They said the real reason 
for the heavy lobbying by groups of federal 
employes for the Fisher amendment was the oppor­ 
tunity they have for "double dipping.” 
"Double'dippers” collect two pensions. For 
example, a person can retire from a government 
job and then accept a job covered by Social Security 
to qualify for a second pension. 


"The reason public employes don't want to come 
into Social Security is that they can get in anyway.” 
Rep Sam Gibbons, D-Fla,, said. "A person can pay 
as little as $111 into Social Security during his 
lifetime and then collect $114 in benefits per 
month." 
Rep J. J Fickle, D-Tex , said, "100 million peo­ 
ple are going to have to pay additional tax because 
you want to appease a few million federal 
employes.” 


Under the bill, employers would make con­ 
tributions equal to those of their workers, and 
benefit levels would continue to rise with the cost of 
living. 
During nearly nine hours of debate, the House 
also: 
— Rejected 221 to 196 an amendment by Pickle to 
eliminate from the bill a provision giving the Social 
Security system authority to borrow from the U.S. 
Treasury if necessary to avoid insolvency. Sponsors 
of the bill opposed'the amendment, saying the 
borrowing authority probably would never be used 
but its existence would provide assurance that the 
system would never go broke. 


— Defeated 281 to 136 an amendment by Rep. Ed 
Jenkins, D-Ga., to make up the Social Security 
deficit by a different formula than the Ways and 
Means committee recommended. The amendment 
would have made the amount of wages subject to 
Social Security taxes rise more slowly than in the 
committee bill while making the tax rate go up 
faster. 


— Voted 271 to 131 against an amendment by Rep 
James C. Corman. D-Calif,, to eliminate the 
minimum benefit from the Social Security 
program He argued unsuccessfully that ending the 
minimum benefit was the only remaining way to 
end the "double dipper.” 
Under similar legislation pending in the Senate, 


employers would pay higher taxes than their 
workers. 
The tax hike was proposed because of the finan­ 
cial troubles of the Social Security system In re­ 
cent years the system has been paying out more 
money in benefits than it has collected in taxes, and 
government and private experts say Social Security 
will be broke in several years unless changes are 
voted. 
The House Ways and Means Committee voted to 
make participation mandatory for more than six 
million employes of federal, state or local govern­ 
ment and of nonprofit organizations These workers 
are the last remaining major groups not under 
Social Security. 
Experts say that without money the additional 
wage earners would pay into the system, taxes 
higher than those contained in the committee bill 
would be necessary 
Under current law, the tax rate is 5.85 per cent of 
wages up to a maximum yearly income of $16,500. 
Under the committee's plan, the tax in 1978 would 
have gone to 6.05 per cent on wages up to $19,900, 
for a maximum tax of $1,204 By 1982. the tax rate 
have been 6.45 per cent on up to $30,000. for a 
maximum $1,935. 
In 1987. the tax rate would have one to 6,90 per 
cent on up to $39,609, for a maximum tax of $2,732. 
The Fisher proposal calls for a 1987 tax rate of 7 per 
cent on income up to $42,600, or $2,982.

NCLU okays 
co n ce rt policy

Attorneys from the University of Nebraska and the 
Nebraska Civil Liberties Union (NCLU) have agreed on 
guidelines which will govern policing procedures at the 
Nebraska Sports and Entertainment Complex 
Because of the agreement, the NCLU wll not file a suit in 
U.S. District Court charging that existing policies violated con­ 
stitutional rights of some persons by subjecting them to unlaw­ 
ful searches, according to director Barbara Gaither. 


The policy, released by the office of Dr. Miles 
Tommeraasen. vice chancellor for business and finance, will be 
in effect for the Oct. 28 Crosby, Stills and Nash concert. 
The guidelines state: 
— No parcels, packages, knapsacks, athletic bags, bundles 
or recording equipment will be allowed into the arena. 
All alcoholic beverages and illegal drugs are forbidden 
Handbags, purses or persons will not be routinely searched 
But, UNL authorities retain the right to search a person who 
has contraband in sight. 


Dick Fleming, assistant to the chancellor, said the 
guidelines were an attempt to put existing policies in writing 
The NCLU asked to examine police policv after it received 
complaints from persons who claimed they had been searched 
at the Sept 15 Fleetwood Mac Concert. 


Robert Edmunds, university police captain, said his office 
received no complaints about security at that concert. He said 
he tried to trace the source of the complaints registered with 
the NCLU, but with no success. 


Edmunds said the policing force — 25 security officers and 
about 30 city and campus police officers — will be alerted to 
look for violations inside the building 
"If your security coming in is slack, then you have to step 
up your security inside the building,” he said 


Ms. Gaither said the NCLU will have observers at the con­ 
cert to see if the guidelines are enforced. 
"Our concern is that when it comes to carrying out a policy, 
there can be quite a bit of difference from what was written." 
Ms. Gaither said the NCLU wants to insure that these 
guidelines are used for all events at the sports complex, not only 
rock concerts, which draw a younger crowd 
Tommeraasen said if people, interpreting the guidelines as 
a loosening of law, bring more drugs into the complex, the con­ 
certs will end 
"It will be a problem only once,” he said.

152 specific questions posed to State Patrol

The special legislative committee investigating 
the State Patrol wants answers to 152 specific 
questions dealing with matters ranging from drugs 
in prison to use of confidential drug informants. 
The Associated Press obtained a copy of the list 
of questions and learned from two independent 
sources close to the probe that some key state of­ 
ficials wanted to avoid answering the queries in 
writing 
A closed door meeting, according to one source, 
was held in the office of Atty. Gen Paul Douglas 
with Douglas, Patrol Superintendent Col. C. P 
Karthauser and a representative of Gov. J James 
Exon on hand to speak with Neligh Sen. John 
DeCamp, committee chairman. 
Douglas wasn’t immediately available for com­ 
ment and DeCamp was in Washington, D C., on 
business. 
The source said officials balked at answering 
the questions in writing and DeCamp allowed them 
to do so, but told them to be prepared with verbal 
answers at a later committee session. 
The officials were "in a dither" and “ in a quan­ 
dary” over the questions, according to one of the 
sources. 
The list of questions prepared by DeCamp and 
committee counsel Tony Redman to further study 
matters related to Legislative Resolution 141 
provided the first detailed, public insight beyond 
rumor into what the special panel is probing 
Much of the committee’s work has been con­ 
ducted behind closed doors, with panel members 
citing potential danger to witnesses or to the 
reputations of patrol personnel as the reason for the 
secrecy. 
The questions begin with 15 related to the death 
at the Pe n al Complex of mmate Marvin Gerhardt, 
whose demise was termed a suicide. 
The initial 25 questions on the list concern the 
Gerhardt matter and others dealing with the Penal 
Complex. 
Reports from one source indicated there was 


concern expressed during the meeting with 
DeCamp about the committee’s delving into 
matters related to the Penal Complex. 
The bulk of the questions center on the patrol’s 
use of confidential drug informants in fighting drug 
abuse, including the role of Capt, Lynn Parks, head 
of the patrol’s criminal and drug divisions, in the 
program. 
Gerhardt was awaiting trial on charges stem­ 
ming from an aborted jaiibreak attempt at the Lin­ 
coln city jail in June He was found in his cell gas­ 
ping for breath and died about an hour later at Lin­ 
coln General Hospital. 


Final reports of an autopsy, released Sept. 28, 
ruled the death a suicide, as the result of acute 
pulmonary edema, caused by injection of air into 
the bloodstream Initial autopsy reports, released 
Sept 8, made note of a puncture wound, similar to 
one caused by a Syringe, in Gerhardt’s arm.

Ten questions deal with a relatively un- 
publicized two-month investigation of alleged mis­ 
conduct by penitentiary officials early this year. 
That probe, reportedly begun in December 
1976, dealt primarily with the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the resignation of Chief Deputy Warden 
David Watson, 37. The 15-year Penitentiary veteran 
announced his resignation in early February for 
"personal reasons.” The resignation apparently 
came the same week the probe ended 
Committee questions refer to the "Brooks 
Hawkins Watson matter” at the Penitentiary, and 
ask for details *s to the extent of the patrol s par­ 
ticipation in the investigation. 
John Hawkins. 28, a penal corrections officer, 
was fired in April 1976 for what he said was suspi­ 
cion of engaging in drug traffic ami homosexual 
acts with prisoners. His firing was »ppealed to the 
State Personnel Board and he was reinstated, but 
later suspended pending an appeal of that decision 
in Lancaster County District Court 
Brooks is a former inmate who tetófied during 
the Personnel Board hearings that he had sex with 
Hawkins, both in and out of the Penitentiary.

' “i' feel we have been blessed so much." said Serita Root, 
mother of the half-term baby who weighed 1 pound, six ounces 
when she was born April 27, 1976. 


" I feel that if it hadn’t happened that way, we wouldn't ap­ 
preciate her like this. I just look at her every day and thank the 
Lord for what he gave us." 
Blonde-haired, blue-eyed Pepper weighs 164 pounds now, and 
although she is still less than 30 inches tall, she is beginning to 
walk and her pediatrician considers her growth and develop­ 
ment normal 


Her harrowing entry into this world held little promise for 
parents Serita, 26 and Garry Root,,27, who drives a delivery 
truck for a department store chain. She had already had two 
miscarriages, one involving twins. 
"I still think it was extraordinary, not because of her weight, 
but because of the fact that she was (clinically) dead, said Dr. 
Ann Rogers, Pepper’s pediatrician, and director of pediatrics at 
Mount Carmel Hospital here. 
The only vital life-sign the 134 inch, newborn displayed was 
"an occasional heartbeat.’ 


After a 15-minute battle to produce a heartbeat and breathing, 
and almost three months in a respirator. Pepper is now 
"growing at a perfectalv normal rate." Dr, Rogers said. Her 
eyesight is good and there is no evidence of brain damage, two 
common problems with "preemies. 
"Things just ain’t the same since she’s been here." Mrs. Root 
said. "We were married for six years before we had her and 
things have changed so much. I don't know how we ever made it 
without her.” 
Parents of premature babies, heartened by Pepper s develop­ 
ment, have corresponded with the Roots from as far away as 
Washington State, New York and Florida. 
"One of them said to ‘dad and mother of miracle baby’,’’ said 
Mrs. Root, showing off Pepper's scrapbook.

Bay h so u g ht to amen d a sectio n o f a bill rev isin g the federal 
crimin al co de that wo u ld hav e leg alized p o ssessio n o f u p to 10 
g rams o f mariju an a o r abo u t o n e-third o u n ce. 
Bay h said 10 g rams was an u n realistic amo u n t sin ce mo st 
mariju an a is so ld in o n ce-weig ht “ lids" which he said is the 
amo u n t a casu al u se mo st likely wo u ld hav e o n han d.

An a na ly sis judg ed by o ne leg a l 
a utho rity to be “ superio r” co ncludes 
tha t the dea th pena lty do es no t deter 
murder, a finding which runs co ntra ry to 
the prev a iling po pula r mo o d but o ne 
which nev ertheless is g ro unded in 
ev idence. 
Wa shing to n resea rcher Bria n Fo rst 
lo o ked a t murder sta tistics during the 
deca de o f the 1 96 0 s a nd fo und, a mo ng 
o ther thing s, tha t “ it is a ppa rent tha t 
tho se sta tes in which the a ctua l use o f 
ca pita l punishment cea sed during the 
1 96 0 s ex perienced no g rea ter increa se in 
the murder ra te tha n did the sta tes tha t 
did no t use ca pita l punishment in the 
first pla ce. 
“ Under the theo ry tha t ca pita l 
punishment deters murder, o ne wo uld 
ha v e predicted the o ppo site.” 
On the o ther ha nd, Fo rst fo und so me 


ev idence tha t a hig h murder co nv ictio n 
ra te a nd priso n sentences fo r murder 
ha v e a deterrent effect. 
Leg a l scho la r Ha ns Eeisel ca lled 
Fo rst s a na ly sis “ the fina l blo w” to the 
theo ry tha t ca pita l punishment deters 
murder. He sa id Fo rst’s wo rk wa s 
“ superio r." 
We're no t co nv inced tha t this study 
co nstitutes a “ fina l blo w" to the theo ry 
o r to America n so ciety 's use o f the dea th 
pena lly . 
But it a dds empha sis to a definitio n 
o f ca pita l punishment to which we ha v e 
subscribed a il a lo ng ; tha t o f the dea th 
pena lty a s a to o l fo r rev eng e ra ther tha n 
a deterrent. 
Rev eng e is o ne o f the stro ng est 
huma n urg es. And in its triumph o ur 
so ciety g iv es o fficia l sa nctio n to the 
v io lent beha v io r we a re try ing to deter. 


Soviet Union at 60

Americans tend to think of the Sov iet Union as a v ery old 
cou ntry whose history ex tends back hu ndreds of y eare into 
Czarist times. St. Basil’s Cathedral, that familiar landmark 
in Moscow’s Red Sq u are, was bu ilt in the 16th centu ry . And 
among the Czarist treasu res on v iew inside the Kremlm is 
the iv ory throne u sed by Iv an the Terrible. 
Sov iet citizens, howev er, are brou ght u p to believ e that 
their cou ntry actu ally is q u ite y ou ng. In their v iew, Sov iet 
history began abru ptly with the “Great October Socialist 
Rev olu tion’’ which began 60 y ears ago, on Nov . 7 ,19 17 . On 
that date Bolshev ik troops occu pied the principal gov ei^ 
ment bu ildings in Petrograd (now Leningrad) and a rre st^ 
the cabinet. A new cabinet, called the Cou ncil of People s 
Commissars, was formed u nder the chairmanship of L ^ n , 
Sov iet economic growth since 1917 has been remarkable, 
especially in v iew of the fact that more than 10 of the 60 in­ 
terv ening y ears were taken u p with a bitter civ il war (which 
compou nded the dev astation of World War I) and the 
preparations for, waging of, and recov ery from World War 
II. At the time of the October Rev olu tion, the Ru ssian Em­ 
pire contained 160 million people and accou nted for less than 
3 per cent of the world’s indu strial produ ction. Today , the 
Sov iet Union, with a popu lation of 259.4 million, is second 
only to the United States among indu strial powers. 
Robin Knight and James N. Wallace, who hav e serv ed as 
Moscow bu reau chiefs for U.S. News & World Report, 
recently offered this assessment of the Sov iet Union on its 
60th anniv ersary : “Commu nism has created an ex traor­ 
dinarily stable society in the Sov iet Union. Stability and 
secu rity are probably the two q u alities most Sov iet citizens 
v alu e abov e ev ery thing else. So on that cou nt, . . . it is a 
su ccess. It works — at least for them. 
“ Bu t y ou ’ll find that not ev en the Sov iets’ closest allies 
in East Eu rope or in the Commu nist parties of Western 
Eu rope want to copy the Sov iet sy stem v ery closely . In that 
sense the Sov iets hav e failed, becau se they still insist theirs 
is a u niv ersal sy stem with u niv ersal application” 
Other observ ers hav e asserted that the Sov iet Union's 
ethnic div ersity is a sou rce of potentially destru ctiv e 
weakness. Nationalist sentiment remains strong in Estonia, 
Latv ia. Lithu ania, the Ukraine. Georgia. Armenia and Azer­ 
baijan — all of which declared their independence after the 
Bolshev iks seized power in 1917. 


Sov iet-American relations, while nev er smooth, hav e 
improv ed noticeably since the 50th anniv ersary of the Oc­ 
tober Rev olu tion in 1967 . On that occasion Commu nist Party 
Chief Leonid I. Brezhnev likened U.S. interv ention in Viet­ 
nam to “the atrocities of the Fascist bru tes.”

You r bannered story “ Death 
as Deterrent Dispu ted ” in the 
.Monday . October 24. 197 7 edi­ 
tion throws little light on an 
already confu sing su bject. In 
fact It merely fu rther con­ 
fou nds an already complex 
issu e. 
That issu e is not whether the 
threat of death deters crime 
The threat of death deters a 
wide range of silly and ob­ 
nox iou s beh av iors from 
shooting at policem en to 
play ing m a rble s on the 
freeway Death is a fearsome 
thing, and few people of sou nd 
mind wou ld knowingly and con­ 
sciou sly engage in behav ior for 
which there is a reasonable 
certainty that they wou ld be 
pu t to death To hold the op­ 
posite IS to Ignore reason. 
The real issu e is not whether 
the th re a t of death is a 
deterrent, bu t whether it is a 
better d eterrent than the 
threat of other penalties ■— 
su ch as a fiv e dollar fine or life 
imprisonment 
There wou ld 
probably be little dispu te that 
capital pu nishment is a more 
effectiv e deterrent than a $5 00 
tine, bu t there is mu ch less 
agreem ent that it is more 
eilectiv e than the threat of life 
in prison 
Since the common pu nish­ 
ment tor v ery seriou s offenses 
in the { S i.s either life im­ 
prisonment or death, it is to 
life imprisonment that the 
death penaltv i:^ most common- 
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ly compared when relativ e 
deterrent power is researched. 
Mr. F orsfs stu dy is ju st the 
latest of a series of researches 
which hav e sou ght to deter­ 
mine the relativ e merits of 
these two penalties. Some hav e 
conclu ded that capital pu nish­ 
ment is the more effectiv e 
deterrent, some, like .Mr 
Forst hav e conclu ded that it is 
not 
If .Mr. Forst has, in fact, 
determ ined 
that “ capital 
pu nishment does not, on the 
balance, deter homicides,” he 
IS speaking with a degree of 
h y perbole w hich c le a rly 
ov erreaches his data 
Hans 
Eeisel's endorsement is of v ery 
q u estionable v alu e since .Mr. 
Zeisel is a long-standing and 
v ocal opponent of capital 
pu nishment and probably sees 
more merit in Forst's work 
than it really deserv es. 
Hav ing been a stu dent and 
criminologist for ten y ears 
with a particu lar interest in 
the deterrent effectiv eness of 
criminal sanctions, I sincerely 
dou bt that .Mr Forst’s stu dy is 
• a final blow’ to the theory 
that capital pu nishment deters 
mu rder ’ 
He has done little 
more than plow once again the 
relativ ely infertile grou nd 
prev iou sly chu rned u p by prior 
researchers, many of whom 
hav e drawn the opposite con- 
clu .sion from the same data. 


In fact, du ring the period of 
Mr. Forst's stu dy (the I9 60’s) 
the death penalty was hardly a 
seriou s threat in the U.S. A 
growing relu ctance to u se su ch 
ex treme measu res and in­ 
h ibiting S u prem e C ou rt 
decisions resu lted in few 
seriou s offenders sentenced to 
death and fewer still actu ally 
ex ecu ted. So ev en thou gh a 
death sentence was a legal 
possibility , it was so rarely 
carried ou t that it ceased to be 
threatening. Thu s one of the 
essential preconditions for 
effectiv e d ete rre nc e was 
v iolated, i.e. the risk of the 
penalty for an offense actu ally 
being applied mu st be su bstan­ 
tial. otherwise the threat in­ 
herent in the penalty becomes 
an e m pty one , and no 
deterrent. Many researchers 
hav e conclu ded that du ring the 
1960’s the death penalty in the 
United States was no more 
than an empty threat, and 
therefore, cou ld not hav e been 
ex pected to hav e a deterrent 
eftect. 
Thu s ev en if Mr. Forst's data 
showed conclu siv ely that the 
death penalty as applied in the 
U S. du ring the 1960s was not a 
deterrent to homicide, his con­ 
clu sion goes to the application, 
not the penalty itself Where it 
IS more ev en-handedly and 
more certainly meted ou t for 
infamou s crimes, it may well 
be a more effectiv e deterrent 
than any other u sed in civ ilized 
societies The issu e is q u ite 
clearly still in dou bt 


Washington — A few day s ago a 
collection of ex perts and wou ld-be 
ex perts ¡reporters) held a seminar in 
Washington on what's right and wrong 
abou t presidential campaign debates 
on telev ision. The grou p hopes to 
produ ce recommendations to make it 
more likely that debates wou ld be held 
in 1980 and thereafter, and to improv e 
their qu ality . 
Left on their own, candidates in the 
last 16 y ears hav e agreed to debate only 
twice — John Kennedy v s. Richard 
Nix on in 1960 and Jimmy Carter v s. 
Gerald Ford in 1976. In between, one or 
the other party nominee — Ly ndon 
Johnson and Barry Goldwater in 1964, 
Hu bert Hu mphrey and Nix on in 1968, 
and George McGov ern and Nix on in 
1972 — has declined. 


To no one’s su rprise. Johnson in 1964 
and Nix on in 1968 and 197 2 refu sed 
simply becau se debating was perceiv ed 
by them not to be in their self-interest. 
Kennedy and Nix on agreed in 1960 
becau se Kennedy correctly reasoned 
that his age — 43 — req u ired a 
demonstration that he was old enou gh 
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and smart enou gh to be president, and 
Nix on felt his own ex perience wou ld 
come throu gh against the brash y ou ng 
u pstart from .Massachu setts. Also, 
Nix on didn’t want to giv e Kennedy an 
ex ploitable issu e by refu sing to debate. 
In 197 6, Carter had to show that he 
was presidential material for all his 
lack of ex perience in national affairs. 
And Ford — trailing by a mile in the’ 
polls — needed to cu t Carter down to 
size. 


This recent history su ggests that 
either legislation or an agreement 
between the two m ajor parties is 
probably needed to assu re debates in 
1980. Ju st becau se they were held last 
y ear is no gu arantee that they will be 
held again. Walter Lippman wrote 
after the Kennedy -Nix on debates that 
“ the TV debate was a bold innov ation 
that is bou nd to be carried forward into 


fu tu re campaigns, and cou ld not now 
be abandoned. From now on it will be 
impossible for any candidate tor any 
important office to av oid this kind of 
confrontation with his opponent” Bu t 
Lippman’s cry stal ball was clou dy that 
day . 
Concerning 1980, ev en Carter, who by 
most accou nts “ won” two of the three 
debates with Ford, has av oided com­ 
mitting himself. As the challenger to 
an incu mbent last y ear, Carter well u n­ 
derstood the importance of the debates. 
“ If it hadn’t been for the debates,” he 
said at a press briefing in Plains after 
his election, “ I wou ld hav e lost.” Bu t 
now that he’s the incu mbent, it cou ld be 
his ox being gored. 
The format, too, needs rev iewing. It 
wou ld be mu ch better to hav e the can­ 
didates go at each other directly 
withou t intru sion by a panel. Bu t if that 
is too mu ch to hope, and it probably is, 
the u se of reporters and commentators 
is probably the best su bstitu te. They 
u su ally know in what areas the can­ 
didates hav e equ iv ocated, and they are 
ex perienced in pressing for responses. 
For the most part, those chosen for the 


197 6 debates did a v ery good job. 
One other way to lu re the candidates 
to the TV stu dio was su ggested in 1962 
by M alcolm M oos, th e form e r 
Eisenhower aide and political scientist. 
He proposed that the networks set 
aside time and inv ite both presidential 
nominees. If one showed u p and the 
other didn't, the one who came wou ld 
be giv en his own free time and also his 
absent opponent’s. Moos contended 
that no candidate wou ld want to be pic­ 
tu red to a nationwide TV au dience as 
being afraid to debate, and he certainly 
wou ldn’t want to hand his foe su ch a 
campaign windfall. 
An ev en better approach wou ld be to 
hav e some non-partisan grou p like the 
Leagu e of Women Voters’ Edu cation 
Fu nd, the 1976 sponsors, u se the Moos 
formu la, thereby av oiding application 
of the FCC’s eq u al-time prov ision, as 
was done last y ear. It’s an idea, 
any way , and now is the time to con­ 
sider these su ggestions. If the m atter is 
pu t off u ntil 1980, it will be lost in the 
heat of presidential politicking.

A world jail for te rroris ts 


Bonn — The new ty pe of anti- 
terrorist operation dev eloped by Israel 
and the German Federal Repu blic at 
Entebbe and Mogadishu to rescu e inno­ 
cent hostages from sky jacked planes 
has m anifold im plic a tions. It 
demonstrates that no hav en or any 
cou ntry amoral enou gh to serv e as ac­ 
complice to terroristic acts can be safe 
from retribu tion legitimized by either 
written or u nwritten international 
codes of honor. 
C hancellor 
H elm u t 
S chm idt’s 
gov ernment gained immense prestige 
by its su btle bu t decisiv e handling of 
what seemed an insolu ble problem. The 
proof of v ictory was the ensu ing batch 
of su icides by B aader-M einhot 
gangsters, 
Now the world's press is rightly filled 
with discu ssions ot the need for inter­ 
national cooperation to stamp ou t the 
kind of definitely “ terroristic” crime 
inv olv ed in both the netebbe and 
Mogadishu aftairs, as well as in others 
not faced down, like the Toky o cav e-in 
at Bangladesh following seizu re of a 
Japanese plane 
International cooperation — by 
secu rity , intelligence, diplomatic and 
other branches — is eminently to be 
desired. It shou ld be obv iou s to all 
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cou ntries, great and small, dev eloped 
and dev eloping, that it is in ev ery one’s 
interest. 
There mu st not only be an accord — 
signed, if possible, by all U.N. 
members — that hostages shall be 
protected bu t also that any aerial kid­ 
napping for “ political” as well as pu re­ 
ly “ c rim ina l" reasons shall be 
scru tinized with particu lar care, as 
regards motiv ation. 
Su rely it wou ld be difficu lt, it not im­ 
possible. to gain U N. acq u iescence to a 
statu te that a Sov iet “dissident,” a 
Taiwanese “refu gee,” a Castroite or 
anti-Castroite Cu ban or a North or 
Sou th Korean shou ld be adju dged 
“criminal” a priori if he sou ght to flee 
his cou ntry by desperate seizu re of an 
aircraft. 
Nev ertheless, one thing emerges as 
certain. It is imperativ e that indiv idu al 
nations be reliev ed of threats to their 
innocent citizens simply becau se those 
indiv idu al nations own aircraft, 
operate airlines, or are u nder obliga­ 
tion by citizenship rights to protect 
trav ellers. 


My idea of a partial solu tion is sim­ 
ple. At least to state. The U N. — and I 
am insu fficiently ex pert as to whether 
this can be done throu gh the Assembly 
alone or by the Secu rity Cou ncil — 
shou ld assu me the bu rden of prov iding 
a prison for international criminals; 
shou ld offer an agreed site, shou ld allot 
u pkeep costs and afford a (preferably 
rotating) mix ed police force to 
safegu ard this world jail. 
One fre q u e nt prov ocation to 
sky jacking is the desire of terrorist 
grou ps to take hostages tor ex change 
against imprisoned members of their 
own or sy mpathetic organizations who 
hav e been conv icted for legal offenses 
which they claim are pu rely “ political- 
military .” 
Most cou ntries abju re the death 
penalty for any crime. This means that 
the more desperadoes are cau ght and 
jailed for life, the more innocent poten­ 
tial hostages are threatened. 
An indiv idu al nation is thu s faced 
with the responsibility of either cav ing 
in (like Japan in Bangladesh) or 
gambling (as West Germany did with 
su ch brilliant su ccess in Somalia) when 
indiv idu al terrorists or ransoms are in­ 
v olv ed and u nder fu ll national control 
ot the capital affected, su ch as Toky o 


or Bonn — so long as it imprisons liv e 
terrorists. 
What wou ld hav e been the position of 
Helmu t Schmidt had members of the 
Baader-Meinhof gang whose freedom 
was demanded by the u nlamented 
M ogadishu v ictim s all been in­ 
carcerated in an internationally 
protected Saint Helena, u nder su zerain­ 
ty ex ercised by the U N.? The U.N. 
cou ld hav e said; “ we cannot accede to 
demands of any member or grou p 
threatened or not. This is ou r statu tory 
obligation and cannot be altered ex cept 
by du ly legal means.” 


There are many isolated spots — like 
napoleonic Saint Helena — av ailable 
for su ch a jail. It is u nlikely that, ev en 
if only the fiv e permanent members of 
the Secu rity Cou ncil are in charge of it, 
they wou ld u nanimou sly agree to* 
release any prisoner to blackmail. 
The fu nding of su ch an u ndertaking 
shou ld be proportionately shared by 
ev ery U N. member. The moral bu rden 
is eq u al, the need imperativ e. Had Uu s 
sy stem prev ailed. Chancellor Schmidt 
cou ld m erely h av e re plie d to 
blackmailers; “ I cou ld not cede ev en if 
1 wished Ask the U N.”

Ou r cou ntries are friends and 
we intend to maintain the 
canal open to all nations at all 


times after the y ear 2000. What 
has been done in fou rteen 
y ears of negotiations is to 
eliminate an anachronistic 
treaty and to create closer ties 
between ou r two cou ntries. It 
is better to redress an inju stice 
than to perpetu ate an error, 
and we, along with all the 
nations of Latin America and 
the Third World, admire what 
the American gov ernment and 
pt*ople hav e done You hav e 
gained a great deal of respect 
and admiration for y ou r ac­ 
tions 
This is better than 
creating a conflict that wou ld 
bring nothing bu t blood, 
shame, and enemies to this 
great cou ntry . You ’re bigger 
than u s and y ou can destroy u s 
at Wil l , bu t what wou ld that 
prov e? To ou r ey es, y ou hav e 
becom e ev en big g e r by 
s h owi ng u nd e r s t a nd i ng , 
respect, and brotherhood.

Cu rren t p lan s 
are to p lace abo u t n in e tran smitters 
aro u n d the state, each with abo u t a 4 0- 
mile radiu s, u sin g NETV an ten n as. 
There’s the sn ag. 
Weather serv ice can o n ly p u t u p abo u t 
$27 ,000 to start the Nebrask a sy stem. 
That mo n ey wo u ld go to NETV to 
p ro v ide sp ace o n the an ten n a fo r the 
weather serv ice an d to main tain the 
tran smitters. 
NETV staff has estimated the in itial 
stages o f the p ro gram wo u ld su rp ass the 
$50,000 figu re, 


Also , the weather serv ice is o fferin g 
the n etw o rk $22,000 a y e a r fo r 
main ten an ce fees while the n etwo rk , es­ 
timatin g abo u t 30 ho u rs p er y ear o f 
main ten an ce p er tran smitter, wan ts 
$32,4 60. 
Nego tiatio n s are between a staff 
headed by Bo v d Ro o n ey , NETV's assis­ 
tan t gen eral man ager o f o p eratio n s, an d 
L a rry K ru dw ig, th e re g io n a l 
meteo ro lo gist in charge o f weather ser­ 
v ice co mmu n icatio n s in the 14 -state area 
su rro u n din g Kan sas City . 
Virtu ally , there are n o real n ego atio n s 
left between the two . Ro o n ey ’s han ds are 
tied Tu esday the co mmissio n to ld him to 
stan d fast o n his estimate. NETV is n o t 


in the bu sin ess o f su bsidizin g an y o n e, it 
said. 
Fo r In stan ce, the weather serv ice is 
su ggestin g that the sp ace o n the NETV 
an ten n as be su p p lied free. NETV wan ts 
$1,800 a y ear. 
"If the state were to su p p ly to wer 
sp ace at n o co st, we co u ld p u t that 
mo n ey in to eq u ip men t,” Kru dwig said. 
"This is n o t ju st a Natio n al Weather 
Serv ice v en tu re,” Kru dwig said. “ It’s a 
state an d weather serv ice v en tu re." 
Bu t Ro o n ey has his o wn p ro blems. 
"They ’ll hav e to co me u p with mo re 
mo n ey o r redu ce the n u m ber o f 
tra n sm itte rs,” 
Ro o n ey to ld co m ­ 
missio n ers. 
Co mmissio n er’s agreed that giv in g 
to wer sp ace to the weather serv ice 
wo u ld set a bad p receden ce sin ce NETV 
already is ren tin g to wer sp ace to 
sheriffs’ o ffices an d the fo rest serv ice in 
sev eral p laces in the state. 
"Tho se to wers tak e a lo t o f u p k eep an d 
p ain tin g,” o n e co mmissio n er said. "I 
thin k what we’re ask in g is fair.” 
An d there are so me sav in g graces fo r 
NETV. 
Becau se the in terco n n ectio n lin es 
between tran smitters lin es in Nebrask a 
an d the weather serv ice are differen t 
than in o ther states, the in terco n n ectio n 
co st is co n siderably higher fo r NETV 
than the weather serv ice bu dgeted. 
Ro o n ey feels that o n ce this is realized 
there might be mo re lattitu de giv en the 
co st. 
Also , the weather serv ice hasn ’t o f­ 
ficially ap p ro ached the state go v ern ­ 
men t. An in fo rmal call to Lt. Go v . 
Gerald Whelan was greeted with in ­ 
terest, bu t that’s n o t mo n ey . 
In o ther states where the p ro gram was 
in tro du ced, the states k ick ed in $80,000 
o r mo re to see the serv ice blan k et the 
state. 


Bu t w hat frighten s NETV co m ­ 
missio n ers is that k in d o f bite might be 
tak en o u t o f the n etwo rk ’s bu dget. So 
co mmissio n ers decided to let members 
o f the ex ecu tiv e bran ch here k n o w the 
sco re: NETV can ’t affo rd an y thin g o ther 
than what it o ffered. 
C u rren tly , Omaha has the o n ly 
weather serv ice tran smittin g statio n in 
Nebrask a, which has been in u se fo r 
abo u t 17 mo n ths, bro adcastin g o n o n e o f 
two freq u en cies: 162 55 MHz an d 162.4 0 
MHz. Bu t that statio n can ’t be p ick ed u p 
o n a co n v en tio n al AM-FM radio . Yo u 
n eed a radio with a sp ecial weather ser­ 
v ice ban d, which co st between $4 9 an d 
$120 in Lin co ln . 
The freq u en cy can also be p ick ed u p o n 
VHF scan n ers, radio s that receiv e man y 
sign als n o t o n the co n v en tio n « ] AM-FM 
radio s. 


With the n ew sy stem, sev ere emergen ­ 
cy weather bu lletin s — to rn ado war­ 
n in gs, blizzard alerts, sto rm warn in gs — 
co u ld be o n the air in o n e o r two min u tes. 
Sin ce in fo rmatio n is bro adcast directly 
fro m the weather serv ice o ffice in a p ar­ 
ticu lar area, there’s n o n eed fo r a 
middleman . 
Man y radio s n o w u sin g the lo cal civ il 
defen se co mmu n icatio n s sy stems wo u ld 
be able to get faster weather in fo rmatio n 
to o . In fact, so me in stitu tio n s, lik e 
ho sp ials an d scho o ls, wo u ld hav e radio s 
which which tu rn o n when an emergen cy 
situ atio n is bro adcast. This is do n e by a 
sp ecial sign al bein g sen t by the weather 
serv ice to tu rn o n a weather radio . 
Actu ally , the radio sy stem is n o t really 
n ew, o n ly the in lan d state co n cep t. The 
freq u en cies hav e been u sed at sea fo r 
y ears. 
Recen tly , tho u gh, the White Ho u se 
design ated tho se freq u en cies as n atio n al 
disaster freq u en cies.

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Recalling 
procedures 
sought 


Omaha (AP) — Dou glas 
Cou n ty Election Commission er 
Mike Boyle says h e h as 
received several in q u iries 
ab ou t p roced u res for lau n ch in g 
an effort to recall Omah a 
Mayor A1 Veys. 
He explained that the city 
charter provides that a mayor 
or councilman can ’t b e 
recalled during his first or last 
six months in office. Veys took 
office June 6, so a recall elec­ 
tion couldn't be held until Dec. 
6. 
The valid signatures of 14,610 
registered Omaha voters, 20% 
of the number voting in the last 
city general election, would be 
needed to force a recall elec­ 
tion. 
If an election were held, 
voters would be asked whether 
to retain or oust Veys. If a 
majority voted to oust the 
mayor, the City Council would 
select a new mayor. 
There was an unsuccessful 
effort to recall Mayor James 
Dworak in 1964, but Boyle 
knows of no successful recall 
effort in Omaha history. 
Boyle said he assumes the 
persons inquiring about a 
recall were associated with the 
Mayor's Commission on the 
Status of Women. After Veys 
ordered the commission to 
clear all policy stands with 
him, all 33 members resigned. 
Douglas County Com­ 
missioner Michael Albert 
expects to have in about two 
weeks, a proposal to establish 
a county group equivalent to 
the now vacant mayor’s cortv 
mission. 
He said he has talked to 
several women, six former 
members of the mayor’s com­ 
mission and an “ interested 
bystander,” about what 
county group commission 
could do. 
The women will submit data 
on the goals and costs of 
operating such a body, he said. 
Depending on the contents, 
Albert said he will either take 
the proposal to the other coun­ 
ty board members or arrange 
to have the women make their 
own presentation. 


Iowa pilot 
may have been 
disoriented 
Blair (AP) — The pilot of a 
private plane which crashed 
near here Sunday, killing four 
members of a Clarion, Iowa, 
family, apparently became 
disoriented, went into a steep 
dive and broke a wing off his 
aircraft moments before it 
crashed, the Blair Enterprise 
reported. 
Enterprise Editor Ken 
Rhodes said the newspaper 
based its conclusion on obser­ 
vations, interviews and 
photographs. 
Clarion mortician Rodney 
Moller, 41, who apparently was 
piloting the aircraft; his wife, 
Bonnie, 42, and two of their 
three children, Tracy, 16, and 
Shannon, 12. died in the crash. 
Rhodes said the broken wing 
came off the plane and landed 
about 600 feet from the point 
where the aircraft crashed in a 
soybean field. 
the single-engine Piper 
Cherokee crashed about two 
miles north of Blair's small 
runway, in foggy weather con- 
ditions which restricted 
visibility to less than half a 
mile, according to a witness.

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Dream was born 
in child’s tragedy

Ruth Zweerink thinks she has something to 
offer others in encouragement. 
When her world had bottomed out, she turned 
grief into a positive force, pushing aside would-be 
obstacles of age, education and finances. 
When the 53-year-old Hickman woman reported 
to the med-surg floor at Bryan Memorial Hospital 
this week for her first job as a licensed practical 
nurse (LPN), her thoughts were with her adopted 
daughter Kimberly Kay, who would be 7 years old if 
she were alive today. 
Kim’s death in the summer of 1974, the day 
after her fourth birthday, triggered the dream that 
spurred Mrs. Zweerink to her nursing degree. 
It’s hard to know where to begin Mrs. 
Zweerink’s story. You could take it back 40 years 
when she quit school in the eighth grade rather than 
be laughed at by her classmates who ridiculed her 
dress. She kept house for her widowed father until 
her 16th year when she hopped a caboose across the 
Kansas line to marry her 19-year-old boyfriend 
Harold, the father of her seven children and her 
husband of 36 years. 
Homemaker and mother, she spent her middle 
years raising the family, while her carpenter hus­ 
band was the breadwinner. Zweerink’s back sur­ 
gery and hospitalization 15 years ago sent Mrs. 
Zweerink into the unskilled work force — as a 
nurse’s aide at several hospitals and nursing homes 
in the county. 
Working with children at the Lincoln Regional 
Center, when children were still housed there, 
turned Mrs. Zweerink to foster parenting. In just 
under five years she and her husband opened their 
home to 26 abused, neglected or handicapped foster 
children, all under the age of 5. 
Kimberly Kay, paralyzed from the waist down 
with spina bifida, came to the Zweerinks at four 
weeks of age. Her congenital hydrocephalus had 
been halted with a shunt surgically implanted in her 
head, but she required around the clock care which 
Mrs. Zweerink provided. 


The family marked little Kim’s progress with 
pride — from the day she was fitted with a brace 
that allowed her to stand up to her mastery of 
crutches. Kim’s smile and her spirit were irresisti­ 
ble; the Zweerinks adopted her. 
Accepting Kim into the family was easy; giving 
her up was not. In June 1974, she died suddenly from 
a bltwd infection. 
Mrs. Zweerink talks of her feelings at the time. 
“ I was depressed, angry, crazy with grief, 
wallowing in self-pity. I lost interest in everything 
and everyone. A final blow was when the state 
social services told us we had to have a year of rest 
from foster care. I was a useless nobody, no good to 
anyone.” 
A month after Kim’s death Mrs. Zweerink had 
a dream. “ I saw Kim walk into my kitchen without 
crutches or a brace and she said, ‘Look, Mommy, I 
can walk!’ It was so vivid I can describe the dress 
and shoes she wore. She walked out of my kitchen, 
ran down our short driveway and then back in the 
house and stood in front of me and said, ‘Others 
need you.’ I reached out to touch her and she was 
gone.” 
The dream knocked the lethargy out of the 
grieving Mrs. Zweerink. She made up her mind to 
go into nursing, not as an aide, but as an LPN. 
Her first application to Southeast Community 
College for nurses training was denied; she needed 
a high school degree. Undaunted, she got her 
General Equivalency Diploma. In May 1976, she 
walked across the stage of Norris High School to 
receive her diploma along with her 17-year-old 
daughter Brenda. "When I received my diploma, 
we both cried,” she said.

returned from a family fishing trip a few weeks 
later, she found a letter at home accepting her to 
the LPN program pending receipt of her doctor’s 
okay. 


Back at SCC, the words were not too en­ 
couraging: there were only two places open in the 
LPN program. She was so sure a younger woman 
would be selected that she chose not to spend the 
money on the doctor’s check-up and innoculations 
necessary to complete the application. 
Her disappointment didn't last long. When she 


Acceptance won, tuition money had to be found. 
Wherever she applied, her loan request for ^20 was 
denied. Crushed, she called SCC to tell them she 
couldn’t enroll after all. SCC suggested she try the 
Lincoln Foundation for a loan. 


The day the tuition was due, Mrs. Zweerink had 
heard nothing from the foundation. Unwilling to 
give up, she scraped up half the tuition from the 
extra shifts she was working as a nurse’s aid and 
borrowed the other half from a daughter. 


That night she heard from the foundation; her 
loan had been approved jn return for her working a 
year in the county as a nurse following graduation. 
"I was so happy, I cried again,” Mrs. Zweerink 
said. 
The year of schooling was traumatic for the 53- 
year-old student, by far the oldest in the class. 
Learning how to take notes and to study did not 
come easily. 
When she flunked an anatomy test, she 
remebers spending the next period in Uie bathroom 
bawling. “ I felt so stupid and let down. I thought I 
was the only one who didn’t know it.” 
Now she looks back and sees all the growing up 
she did in that year of schooling. "You can grow up, 
even at 53 years of age,” she says proudly. 


She made it through and landed a job even 
before graduation, dispelling her fears that no one 
would want to hire her at her age. 
Mrs. Zweerink still can’t believe she is where 
she is today. But she’s downright pleased with 
herself and she’s not too proud to say so. “ If they 
only knew how hard it was,” she sighed. “ So many 
people think I’m smarter than I am.” 
But she doesn’t take all the credit herself. 
"It was the vision of Kim that kept me going 
when I got discouraged,” she says with conviction. 
“ I strongly believe the Lord sent me a vision 
through my little Kim, telling me He will be with 
me and open new doors for me where I can be a help 
to others. I know that behind every cloud there is a 
silver lining if we get on our knees and pray.”

Inflation has raised the cost of 
mou nting a mu sical b y nearly 
100% ov er the past sev en 
y ears, and a non-mu sical b y 
nearly 150%. It y ou ’re a small 
inv estor, y ou m ay not ev en get 
inv ited to the opening-night at 
Sardis. 


On the other hand, one magic 
hit in 10 can b e a gold mine. 
The rock m u sic a l, H a ir, 
retu rned m ore than 4,000% to 
its inv estors and profits keep 
rolling in. C horu s L ine, 
Chicago, Eq u u s and Grease 
hav e all paid off nicely . Ev en a 
show that fails to b reak ev en 
on Broadway can ev entu ally 
tu rn a profit, if it's popu lar 
among tou ring companies and 
su m m er stock.

3“ Do n’t bu y a u sed car fro m a stranger so lely becau se y o u like 
the mo del and p rice. The indiv idu al has o nly o ne p rio rity , the 
highest p rice, and u nless y o u kno w all abo u t cars, o r hav e the car 
ex amined by so meo ne who do es, y o u will almo st certainly make 
a p o o r deal. The car’s co nditio n means no thing to the seller, and 
since y o u are a stranger he p ro bably will nev er see again y o u 
mean no thing to him.

Two dissen tin g N ebraska Su prem e C ou rt ju dges said 
Wedn esday that “ an already crippled statu te will be ren dered 
u seless’’ by a m ajority decision in v olv in g the rights of person s 
accu sed of driv in g u n der the in flu en ce of alcohol or other dru gs. 
Ju dge C. Thomas White dissen ted in a Red Willow Cou n ty 
case in v olv in g Ray mon d W ahrman . Ju dge Hale McCown join ed 
the dissen t 
In u pholdin g W ahrm an ’s con v iction , the fiv e-ju dge m ajority 
stood bv a prev iou s high cou rt ru lin g. It held that, ev en thou gh 
an accu sed person has the right to hav e a doctor ev alu ate his 
con dition an d perform tests, the police don 't hav e to in form him 
of that right. 
W ahrman con ten ded on appeal that he had asked for a phy si­ 
cian , bu t that his requ est was den ied. 
Testimon y showed the officer did n ot den y that W ahrman 
asked for a doctor Howev er, he said he didn 't recall the re­ 
qu est. an d that if it had been made it wou ld hav e been gran ted. 


That testimon y , the m ajority said, made it a qu estion of fact 
for the cou n ty cou rt an d later the district cou rt to decide. 
White an d McCown sharply disagreed. 
“ In an attem pt to place a disin terested person within the po­ 
lice station scen ario, the Legislatu re . . . allowed the defen dan t 
to hav e a phy sician presen t . . , 
“ Dou btless operatin g u n der the fiction that ev ery on e may be 
presu m ed to kn ow the law, we hav e in appropriately held that 
the defen dan t n eed n ot be in formed of that right,“ White wrote. 


White said the cou rt's Wedn esday opin ion mean s that an 
ev asiv e respon se from a police officer "creates a factu al qu es­ 
tion as to whether the requ est was made an d refu sed.“ 
"The least protection this section ou ght to prov ide, it seems 
to me, is the requ irem en t that the state m eet a positiv e asser­ 
tion of requ est an d den ial, with an equ ally positiv e assertion 
that the requ est was n ot m ade,“ White said. “ An y thin g less, 
an d an already crippled statu te will be ren dered u seless.

tu alize Pau l Spatz as their father. 
Spatz pay s child su pport an d v isits the children . 


"A chan ge of n am e has been gran ted where the father's 
n ame was positiv ely deleteriou s to the child becau se of the 
father's miscon du ct an d n otoriety ," the cou rt said. “ Gen erally , 
min or em barrassm en t or emotion al u pset has been held n ot su f­ 
ficien t to requ ire that a chan ge of n ame be gran ted.”

Lack o f co mmo n sense is the fo remo st cau se o f p n ac­ 
cidents. Children, particu larly small children, do n’t hav e the 
ex perience o f what firearms can do and Uierefo re canno t be 
held respo nsible fo r that necessary co mmo n sense in av o iding 
g un accidents. 
Do n’t pu t o ff g un safety in the ho me fo r later. Place g uns 
o u t o f sig ht, u nder lo ck and key , when no t in use. Ammunitio n 
sho uld be similarly sto red. Out o f sig ht is a lo ng way to ward 
o ut o f mind fo r a child. 
Triple check any g un befo re sto ring o r cleaning to ensu re 
it is unlo aded, safety o n o r chamber o pen. Break the g un do wn 
fo r a mo re safe measu re in cleaning . 
It is wise also to sto re ammu nitio n away fro m the g uns. In 
that manner, sho uld a y o u ng ster happen o n to the g uns, at the 
v ery least he o r she wo uldn’t hav e the ammu nitio n to pu t into 
it. Also , if a bu rg lary takes place, the cu lprit wo uldn’t hav e a 
ready -made, ready -to -u se arsenal at hand. 
Practice g un safety in the ho me and in the field. It’s a 
mo re enjo y able way to enjo y the fine spo rt o f spo rt sho o ting . 
And no bo dy g ets hu rt.

O.J. 
frustrated 
with Bills 
Seattle (AP) — Perhaps 
more than at any other time in 
his brilliant football career, 
O.J. Simpson is frustrated. 
Frustrated because he is 
going to end his pro career the 
same way it began, on a losing 
team. 
Frustrated because the Buf­ 
falo B ills this year are 
throwing the ball more than 
ever but with little success. 
Frustrated because, after 
nine years with the Bills, he 
still hasn’t figured out what 
makes team owner Ralph 
Wilson tick. 
“ I just want to get my years 
over and get out of here,” 
Simpson said Wednesday by 
telephone from Buffalo. 
The Bills, who meet the Seat­ 
tle Seahawks in a National 
Football League game Sunday 
in the Kingdome, have won 
only one game this season. 
And, despite the presence of 
the game’s premier running 
back in its backfield, Buffalo 
has yet to score a touchdown 
on the ground this season. 
“ One problem,” Simpson 
said Wednesday by telephone 
from the B ills ’ Buffalo 
headquarters, ‘‘has been 
adjusting to different per­ 
sonnel. There are only two new 
guys starting on offense, but 
we have a different offensive 
philosophy. We must be having 
some trouble digesting it 
because we’re not putting too 
many points on the board.” 
Buffalo has had only three 
winning seasons and one 
playoff team, in 1974, during 
Simpson’s career with the 
Bills. He says he knows he will 
never play on another conten­ 
ding team. Next season, he 
says, definitely will be his last 
as a player. 
‘‘One thing I can’t figure out 
is what the management is 
doing.” said Simpson, who still 
believes he has a chance to 
break Jim Brown's all-time 
pro rushing record of 12,312 
yards. 
“ I won’t even try to make a 
comment on what the manage­ 
ment is doing,” he„ added, 
saying Wilson apparently is 
doing what the owner thinks is 
best for the future of the 
franchise. 
But. Simpson said, “ I don’t 
believe you can win with 
rookies and by waiving lots of 
players. We’re playing with a 
lot of young players who may 
be good in a few years . . . 
Under the circumstances, 
maybe we’re doing the best we 
can.” 
Simpson says the Bills also 
are ‘‘throwing more than ever 
in the past... We’re throwing 
more than any other team in 
the conference. For me to say 
we’ve been successful doing it, 
the stats say we haven’t been.” 
Joe Ferguson, the Bills’ 
quarterback, has completed 88 
of 186 passes for 1,049 yards 
and five touchdowns and nine 
interceptions. 
‘‘I’m a runner,” said Simp­ 
son, who has carried 117 times 
for 525 yards this season. 
‘‘Most of my career I ’ve 
played on running teams. I'm 
certainly not happy with what 
we've done. We’re not playing 
the kind of ball we thought the 
Buffalo Bills would be 
playing.”

Bismarck. N I). (AP) — A five-state con- 
Icrence on how to handle growth on the 
Northern Great Flams ended with some rancor 
Wednesday as delegates charged dissenting 
voices had been muffled. 
The Old West Conference on Balanced 
Growth, involving about 200 government and 
private-sector delegates from Montana, 
Wyoming, Nebraska and the Dakotas, was 
designed to generate ideas for a White House 
conference in January. 
Similar regional conferences are to be held 
throughout the nation. 
The Rev, Ted Nace of Dickinson, N.D., one 
ot about 15 delegates who caucused to protest 
the way the conference was run, said some 
delegates felt they had guns at Iheir heads to 
produce a consensus. 
“There were instances of stifling divergent 
viewpoints,” Nace said at the final session of 
the three-day conference, sponsored by the Old 
West Regional Commission 
George D McCarthy, the federal co- 
chairman ot the commission, said people who 
thought their ideas were not represented in the 
six workshop reports submitted to the confer­ 
ees should put them in writing, and made a 
part of the conference record, 
The conference produced a wealth of 
suggestions, many of them emphasizing local 
control of as many growth and development 
issues as possible and calling for state and 


federal programs to ease |he strain on 
agricultural communities hit by energy 
development. 
By design, the conference took no final ac­ 
tion on the reports. McCarthy said the com­ 
mission would compile them for the White 
House conference. 
The national conference is to begin Jan. 29. 
Federal officials say delegations from state 
governments and a range of other groups are to 
participate. 
Despite the charge that dissent was dis­ 
couraged, one of the six workshops produced 
no consensus. 
That group, considering ways to create jobs, 
submitted a list of 36 ideas, some of them con- 
tradiclorv. 
For instance, its report suggested on one 
hand that private enterprise on to rgise capital 
financing and on the other hand suggested a 
public corporation along the lines of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority be created. 
The conference also produced a charge that 
the Old West Regional Commission’s economic 
plan might not represent the views of citizens 
in the five states. 
Anne Kunze of Alpena, S.D., said the com­ 
mission funded a South Dakota Futures 
Program that resulted in a state conference 
consensus for keeping decisions “at the lowest 
possible level of government.”

The members of the Nebraska Drug 
Commission sidestepped a possible 
debate on liberalizing the state’s 
marijuana laws Wednesday. 
The issue arose briefly during the 
commission’s monthly meeting when 
Omaha physician Jack Lewis asked 
whether the commission would be 
taking a stand on proposed drug legisla­ 
tion. 
The Legislature’s Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has been holding hearings on the 
pros and cons of marijuana and 
whether to liberalize current laws, 
keep them the same or make them 
stricter. 
Executive Director Gary Riedmann 


said he didn’t think the commission 
would be taking a position. If the drug 
commission wanted to discuss the 
legislation, Riedmann said the staff 
would provide commissioners with in­ 
formation. 


Dr. Lewis said he would have no 
choice but to “ take a hard-line stance.” 
“ I know how people feel in Omaha,” 
said Lewis, a member of the Equilibria 
board which directs the drug treatment 
program headquartered in Omaha. 


Last week at a legislative hearing, a 
California professor contradicted an 
earlier professor’s assertions that 
marijuana causes physical and psy­ 
chological harm to users. 
Dr, J. Thomas Ungerleider, who is an 
associate professor of psychiatry at the 


UCLA Medical Center, said there is no 
evidence that marijuana use causes 
brain damage, genetic damage or 
physical dependency. 
His statements directly contradicted 
testimony this summer by Dr. Hardin 
‘ Jones, a professor at the University of 
California at Berkeley. 
In referring to Jones’ statements that 
marijuana use is harmful, Lewis said 
that because the Equilibria program 
depends upon private donations, “When 
a guy like Jones comes into the state 
you have to agree with him whether 
you want to or not.” 
The only response Lewis elicited was 
from the Rev. Rex Bevins of Lincoln, 
also a drug commission member, who 
disagreed with Lewis’ assumptions. 
Apparently, no one else on the com- 


mission wanted to jump into a poten­ 
tially contentious discussion and the 
matter was dropped. 


The discussion on the proposed drug 
legislation, although aborted in its ear­ 
ly moments, was the first time the 
issue has been raised at a meeting of 
the entire commission. Fifteen 
members attended the meeting 
Wednesday. 


In other business, the commission 
said it received the answers it wanted 
from sponsors of a drug prevention and 
education program in Winnebago and 
approved a revised timetable for the 
program to begin. Last month, the 
commission held up action on the 
grant. The program is scheduled to get 
under way in March.

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Airline pilot says hijacking 
threatens international peace

wurldwide airline pilots organization proposed 
Wednesday that airliner hijacking be referred 
to the I' N Security 4 ouncil as a threat to in­ 
ternational peace and security 
('apt Derry F Pearce of Australia, presi­ 
dent of tfie international Federation of Airline 
I'llol.s A.sstK'iations. made the proposal to the 
(.eneral Assembly’s special political com­ 
mittee 


The assembly agreed to place the hijacking 
ii,.sue on I ts agenda after the federation 
threatened an international pilots’ strike. The 
strike plan vias announced last week after four 
hijackers seized control of a German Lufthan­ 
sa jeliliner after it left Majorca and julled the 


pilot during a stop in South Yemen West Ger­ 
man commandoes later stormed the plane at 
.Mogadishu, Somalia, 
Pearce said the federation “nowt pauses 
whilst the United Nations demonstrates to the 
peoples ot the world its intention to immediate­ 
ly initiate a course of action aimed positively 
at eradicating this threat to world peace and 
security once and for all.” 
The assembly, Pearce said, is “ urged to 
declare that the prevalence of attacks on civil 
aviation constitutes a threat to the 
maintenance of international peace and securi­ 
ty. and thereby encourage the secretary 
general to exercise his powers under... the U.N. 
charter to bring this matter to the urgent 
attention of the Security Coupcil,”

Akron, Ohio (AP) — Third 
quarter sales and nine-month 
sales and earnings set records 
despite recent competitive 
price cutting on tires and a 
weak market for chemical 
products, Goodyear Tire &

Chairman Charles J Pilliod 
Jr. also said the figures vir­ 
tually assured record annual 
sales and that year-end profits 
should be about the same as 
the 1972 record of $195.5 
tTiillion. 


For the third quarter ended 
Sept. 30, he said, net income 
rose to $33.9 million, or 47 
cents per share, on sales of 
11.62 billion, compared with a 


loss of $5 3 million on sales of 
$1 31 billion, a year earlier, a 
quarter during which the firm 
still was under a four-month 
strike by rubber workers. 


For the first nine months 
this year, the qompany 
reported sales of $4.93 billion 
with net earnings of $163,6 
million or $2 26 per share, 
compared with last year’s 
nine-month sales of $4.27 
billion, the previous record, 
which yielded net income of 
$69,2 million, or 96 cents per 
share.

time half wasted 
Omaha (AP) — Nebraska Sen. Edward Zorinsky said 
Wednesday that in his estimation about 50% of ttie time spent by 
U.S. congressmen and senators in Washington is wasted. 
“ I’m supposedly involved in the legislative process,” 
Zorinsky said, “ but when I get away and sit back I would say 
that 507o of the time has been totally wasted.” 
Zorinsky made the comment in his weekly conference call 
to Nebraska Associated PreM Broadcasters. 
When asked if he would rate the performance of the 94th 
Congress, Zorinsky said it would be difficult for him since he is 
just completing his first year and he would be unable to com­ 
pare his experience any other legislative session. 
Zorinsky did not hesitate to offer some criticism of Presi­ 
dent Carter’s performance. He said there were two criteria to 
use, the first being the desire and will to do what is right, and 
the second, what has been accomplished. 
Zorinsky had high praise for Carter’s desire and will, but 
was less than laudatory when considering the “ bottom line” of 
what’s been accomplished. He added that he hoped it was too 
early to make a final judgment. 
The President should limit the amount of programs he 
wants enacted, Zorinsky said adding that the President should 
work on “ a few programs and do them well.” 
In response to a question concerning his failure to accom­ 
pany Carter on last week’s trip to Strategic Air Command 
headquarters in Omaha, Zorinsky reiterated that he wanted to 
save the taxpayer’s money by not flying to Des Moines on com­ 
mercial airlines to join Carter for a ride on Air Force One to Of- 
futt Air Force Base. 
He said that by staying in Washington, he saved the 
taxpayers $250. 
The freshman senator said that he has been “ face-to-face” 
with Carter many times, and that he felt that everything Carter 
was told in Iowa concerning the farm problem could have been 
gleaned from material issued from his office. 
“ If I had come along on the trip I would have told the Presi­ 
dent that we have got some problems with farms in Nebraska,” 
Zorinsky said, adding, “ we’ve got to find a strong voluble 
market for our grain overseas.” 
He added that in his opinion U.S. Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland knows what the farmers needs and sees the farmer’s 
problems. 
Concerning a possible farm strike in December, Zorinsky 
said he doesn’t think the government will do anything to 
forestall the strike, and that if it begins, no move will be made 
until the effects on the economy are ascertained. 


Pollution controls may ease 
for sawmills, alfalfa plants 
A state Environmental Control Council committee has 
recommended easing air pollution control regulations for saw­ 
mills and alfalfa dehydrating plants. 
The committee’s recommendation was a compromise 
between industry requests for exemptions from current 
regulations and threats that some plants may close if 
regulations aren't changed. 
The proposed compromise will be discussed at a Nov. 18 
council meeting in Lincoln. 
The committee specifically recommended that 
Nebraska's 82 alfalfa dehydrating plants be allowed to emit 
107t> more pollution than at present and that the state’s two 
sawmilis using teepee waste burners are allowed to emit 20% 
more pollution.

Planning commission OKs housing plans 


Approval of plans for two large 
housing developments along 70th St., in 
southeast Lincoln was recommended 
Wednesday by the City-County Planning

Farmers and ranchers in 25 counties who suffered storm 
damage from May to September are eligible for emergency 
loan assistance. 


Gov. J. James Exon’s office reported Wednesday that the 
governor’s request for emergency loans for 25 Nebraska coun­ 
ties has been approved by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


The action by the USDA makes farmers and ranchers 
eligible for more than $14 million in loans through the 
Farmers Home Administration. 


The loans will be made available at an interest rate of 3% 
in amounts less than $250,000. For amounts more than $250,- 
000, an interest rate of 5% will be charged. 


Emergency housing loans are also available which are 
based on the damage to farmers’ homes and household items. 
The loans are to help farmers and ranchers recover losses 
suffered during the four-month period due to hail, windstorms 
and tornadoes. 


Exon’s office said the counties covered by the loans are 
Adams, Box Butte, Buffalo, Chase, Clay, Custer, Dawson, 
Dixon, Dundy. Frontier, Hall, Harlan, Hayes, Hitchcock, 
Kimball, Lincoln, Morrill, Platte, Saunders, Scotts Bluff, 
Thayer, Thurston, Valley, Wayne and York.

Long-distance telephone service to rural Nebraskans will 
become more expensive unless competition with the telephone 
industry is further restricted, said James Geist, executive 
vice president of the Lincoln Telephone and Telegraph Co. 


Geist told the Omaha-Lincoln Society of Financial 
Analysts that the Federal Communications Commission 
should prevent private communications firms from 
duplicating the long-distance service provided by phone com­ 
panies. 


The competition so far has been between major cities 
where calling volume and revenues are high, he said. 
But if the competition grows keener, Geist said it was 
possible long-distance calling from less populous rural areas 
will have to pay its own way, at a much greater cost to con­ 
sumers.

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Sixties sounds grab Lincoln spotlight

Bookers agree entertainment is coming of 
age . , . again. 
Bart Skibbe of Sounds of Music Talent 
Agency in Lincoln is still pinching himself to be 
sure the rosy situation is real. “ I can’t believe 
how good things look,” said Skibbe, who noted 
rooms are not cutting back but are booking 
bigger and better groups. 
And more clubs are going to bigger names, 
said Richard Lutz of Richard Lutz Entertain­ 
ment Agency. 
“ All of a sudden they are thinking of name 
entertainment,” he said, mentioning requests 
for such names as Tommy Sands, Danny & the 
Juniors, Bo Diddley, Chubby Checker, the 
Classics IV, the Boxtops, Herman’s Hermits 
and the McCoys. 
Some big name guests come in for one- 
nighters. Others stay a week. Lutz said the 
Aku-Tiki and the Esquire have indicated an in­ 
terest in big names. The Legionnaire and Elks 
# clubs, Little Bo’s, the Royal Grove and The Zoo 
Bar frequently pick up groups as they pass 
through the area. 
“ And Omaha is the same way,” Lutz said. 
“ The market for entertainment is ahead of last 
year.” 
A year ago Skibbe was booking 10 solo acts. 
Now he has trouble booking one. He admitted 
group competition is stiff and more quality 
groups are on the road. 
Clubs that ceased live entertainment a few 
years ago “ all but died,” he said, adding they 
are now booking groups again because “ they 
feel it’s an absolute necessity.” 
Lutz said entertainment is becoming as 
necessary to hotels and motels as swimming 
pools. And he thinks clubowners are more 
aware of the costs of being on the road and are 
increasing entertainment budgets. 
Skibbe and Lutz (he said 30% of the clubs 
he books are changing their entertainment out­ 
look) agreed clubs that previously booked 


singles now are going to duos, duos to trios and 
so on. And both see all ages interested in con­ 
temporary sounds Skibbe books a lot of disco- 
boogie music and Lutz said his clients are 
asking for country-pop. 
“ A year ago we’d mention country and 
they didn’t want anything to do with it,” Lutz 
said. “ Now it’s the cross-over music that’s 
selling.” 
Both said 1950s musical nostalgia is 
phasing out and the sounds of the sixties are 
filling that gap. 
Lutz acknowledged that next May, for the 


first time in the long history of the National 
Restaurant Assn. conventions, seminars on the 
buying of entertainment will be featured. 
Even though Lincoln has a handful of dis­ 
cos, both bookers feel the craze is dwindling. 
Lutz noted some big rooms that converted to 
discos are going half-disco and half live enter­ 
tainment. 
“ I think it has really reached its peak and 
is leveling off,” he added. 
Skibbe added that many of the clubs that 
“ spent a ton of money” on converting their 
rooms to disco fell flat on their faces. 


But Larry Delaney is attempting to make 
the disco idea work at Arapahoe and High 
Streets where he operates two such facilities. 
The Distillery Disco has been bulging at 
the seams with the young crowd, he said. But 
his newly opened VIP disco, which has a dress 
code and caters to an older crowd, is still suf­ 
fering growing pains. 
The VIP is busy on the weekends so 
Delaney is still “ testing the waters” with a 
variety of sounds. He is moving away from the 
strict disco beat in the VIP, to “ a happy 
medium” musically. 
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Popular dining-out trends in Lincoln are crepes in all shapes and flavors. They are 
served in several local eateries.

Eateries spice up menus 
with dash of foreign flavor 


Whether on the hoof or on the hook, Lincoln 
f(M)d tastes are developing a distinctively 
foreign flavor these days. 
Although meat and potato selections still 
dominate the local meal trade, Lincoln 
eateries have been shuffling menus and 
cookbooks to meet a growing demand for more 
exotic cuisine. 
Diners seemed pleased with the changes, 
judging from com m ents by restau ran t 
manager, chefs and patrons. 
Mark Rohde, manager of the Lincoln 
U nderground, 227 No. 9th, says m ore 
customers are seeking something extra for 
their dining dollar. And, he adds, they also 
seem willing to pay a little extra for something 
they are not likely to prepare at home. 
For example, he notes menu prices 
generally run between $6 and 110. yet the 
average food tab may run near $14 a person. 
Among the most popular items, he said, 
are the restaurants meat dishes, such as Steak 
Diane and veal and seafood entrees. 
Rohde said special dishes seem to be most 
popular during the week among more frequent 
restaurant patrons. However, the pattern 
reverses itself on weekends, he said, when 
customers tend to order more traditional 
meals 
Similar comments were echoed by a 
waitress at the Lincoln Hilton down the block. 
Seafood and gourmet entrees rank high on the 
list of rcxjuests. she said. 
Although some of the newly popular 
foreign dishes require extensive preparation, 
some restaurant goers are ordering items just 
for the fun and the taste of it 
Popular in the past year on the coasts, 
crepes, in all shapes and flavors, set>m to be 


finding a receptive public. Mark Terrell, the 
chef at Jax Shack, 27th and Woods Boulevard, 
said the restaurant's chicken and seafood 
crepes have been a major patron choice since 
the restaurant opened last July. 
Tim Bangert, manager at Brannigan's, 
1228 P St.. said crepes are a big seller on the 
restaurant’s menu, which includes such items 
as escargot and avacado salad. Equally pop­ 
ular are the quiche selections. 
While Lincolnites have developed a taste 
for new items, some standard offerings are 
making a prominent showing on restaurant 
menus. 
Undisputed champion in the oldie-but- • 
giKxlie category is prime rib. a long-time 
standby of m ost Cornhuskers. Several 
restaurants who specialize in steak offerings 
report prime rib among the most popular meat 
choices, often selected in lieu of more 
traditional cuts 
“ f*eople have been eating steak so long, 
that they started to look I guess for another 
high grade beef,” said Kurt Doerr. assistant 
manager of the Boar's Head Restaurant, 70lh 
& 0 Sts. 
Like many Lincoln restaurants, the Boar’s 
Head has prepared its own special recipe for 
savoring rib. Doerr noted, and the result has 
been a battery of loyal customers. 


While some items appear to be high on 
patron’s preference lists, restaurant managers 
say it is hard to predict what may become part 
of the menu only a few weeks later. 


Still one thing remains constant com- 
mentiHl one food manager 'it 's still giving the 
public what they want.

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gets liquor boost as more sip, sup

A bottle of Old Beltbuckle in a paper sack 
. . . a bucket of ice for 3 0 f . . . and a small glass 
of mix for 25c. 


That's how you used to drink in Lincoln 
when you went to a steakhouse. You brought 
your bottle and you bought the fixings. 


There were few places to go to in those 
days — which weren’t all that long ago. In 
November 1%6, 
Lincoln voters decisively 
favored serving liquor by the drink. It marked 
the end of the sacks, the bottle clubs, the 
p referred statu s o f p riv ate clu bs and 
organizations. 


It also marked the start of an ongoing 
growth in the number of places to eat, as well 
as expansions of m any existing Lincoln 
restaurants. 


Trading in booze-by-the-bottle for liquor- 
by-the-drink had an im m ediate effect on the 
restaurant trade here. 
‘ That's when we started wearing long 
pants instead of short pants,” is how Tony 
Alesio, owner of Tony & Luigi’s describes it. 
•‘VVe got rid of that K ansas look.” 
Kansas, he notes, prohibits serving liquor 
by the drink. They still have private clubs, 
sacks, setups. 
Bob Logsdon, m anager of the Legionnaire 
Club, agrees. "Ju st look at how food operators 
have upgraded their p laces." he said. 
He recalls his days as operator of a beer 
bar, when "custom ers couldn’t even pick up a 
glass and move it from one table to another." 
Crowd deportment, too, has improved, 
.Misty III owner Bob Milton says — a point 
Alesio and Logsdon agree with. “ It’s a family 
affair to eat out now,” Milton said.

Drinking habits have changed, too, in the 
decade of liquor by the drink in Lincoln, all 
agree. 
"People don’t have to guzzle down what’s 
left in a bottle. T h ere’s lots less hard 
drinking,” Alesio said. 


What people drink has chang«!, too. All 
three say they serve more and m ore wine each 
year. 
Another big increase has made its m ark: 
light beer. And. Logsdon notes, imported beers 
during the first five months of 1977 increased 
their share of sales in the USA by 27%. 


Hum drinks, too, are increasingly popular 
and the same is true of tequila, Logsdon says. 


Are profits from the bar used to help hold 
down food prices? 
Not really, the restaurateurs say. "Y ou 
have to make a profit out of both,” Alesio said. 
They, and others, say out of every $10 in 
bu.siness. $3. as an average, com es from opera­ 
tion of the bar. 
"Y ou can’t stay in business if you give 
away food — or drinks,” Alesio commented. 
"You might bring in some new business that 
way. but you have to make a profit to keep 
going,” 
Making money on food served during the 
T han ksgivin g-C hristm as holiday period. 
Milton says, is made more difficult because of 
a rise in cost of red meats. 


" It seem s like it is a tradition," he men­ 
tioned. “ I don't know if the cattlem an gets a 
better price, but we have to pay m ore.” 


Alesio, Logsdon and Milton, interviewed 
separately, agreed on still another point: 
There's more profit in liquor than in food.

Shiver your tim b e rs and ta tte r the 
yardarm s. The delicacies of the sea are finding 
smooth sailing in the great beef state of 
Nebraska. 
R estaurateurs are not ready yet to m ake 
their prized sirloins walk the plank, but m ore 
than N ebraska's contingent of adm irals seem 
interested in ocean fare these days. 
A random survey of eating establishm ents 
in the Capital City shows a rising interest in 
seafood among the dining-out public. And 
judging by the success of several new fish 
shops and an increasing number of seafood en­ 
trees on menus, the appeal seems to be as 
broad as it is widespread. 
Where frozen fish sticks were once stan­ 
dard in the land-locked Midwest, the new trend 
has m eant fresh fish only a plane ride away 
from docks on both coasts and the Gulf. 
The p o p u larity of seafood has been 
dem onstrated by its presence on the fast food 
slate of virtually every hamburger fast-food 
franchise around. 
While the offering is humble, other seafood 
items, most notably lobster, may m atch or sur­ 
pass in price and flavor the choicest cuts. 
Steve Haddal, m anager of the University 
Club, located in the Stuart Building, says the 
club likes to feature live lobsters as an oc­ 
casional evening special. 
Five years ago. the club kept lobsters live 
in a salt-w ater tank. That was before the tasty 
crustaceans soared in price, he said. 
The 1972 lobster that cost about $1 60 a 
pound cost $3.80 a pound at Boston docks this 
week, he notes T hat's before the creature 
even leaves on a first-class flight to the 
Midwest. 
Presently, the club brings in between 25 to 
30 lobsters at a tim e, Haddal said, just enough 


to sell out quickly while still fresh. Even with a 
price tag above $15, Haddal says the lobsters 
are not a “ profit item " for restaurants. 


“ We do it to have something d ifferen t. . . 
and, of course, their popularity. Even so, the 
resistance to cost is also substantial." 


Perhaps to help satisfy patrons' taste for 
fish, Haddal said the club imports an “ awful 
lot" of salmon from the West Coast. Fresh 
halibut also is popular and oysters and shrimp 
are always in demand, he said. 
Haddal said the club has not slighted m eat 
items, but sees the seafood offerings as a way 
to fulfill the desire of an increasing number of 
patrons for “ something a little out of the or­ 
dinary." 
A natural selling point for fish, he said, is 
that it is low in cholesterol. He also cites the 
expertise in obtaining and preparing fresh 
seafood. 
While lobsters continue to reign as the 
King of the Sea. their side-stepping cousins, 
crabs, have become visible on the menus of 
many Lincoln eateries in the past year. 
Chesterfield, Bottomsley & Potts Ltd. in 
Gunny's made the jump to seafood several 
months ago. featuring crab legs among several 
fish choices. Chesterfield's assistant m anager 
Julie Chambers said the restaurant's home of­ 
fice decided to introduce crab legs after they 
became popular at the firm ’s spots on the West 
Coast. 
Response has been especially good to the 
firm 's Washington salmon offerings, she said. 
Crab legs also have done well at some of 
th e new fa m ily -ty p e se a fo o d -o rie n te d 
restaurants, such as the Red Lobster near 70th 
and 0. Assistant m anager Bob E verett said ail- 
you-can-eat specials on crab legs and popcorn 
shrimp have been favorite sellers.

ILRestaurants want to keep 


oo smoke, no-smoke option

That cloud of smoke is dissipating as some 
restaurants begin offering smoking and no­ 
smoking sections 
And one Lincoln eatery 
nixes puffing altogether. 
Although only a handful of Capital City 
restaurants have si^cifically designated sec­ 
tions. Lincoln Restaurant Assn. president and 
local restaurateur Joe Price said the trend 
appears to be catching on slowly. Only if 
customers ask for nonsmoking sections will the 
eateries consider such a policy, he said, 
• I think the association feels it would hate 
to see it be a law.” he said, adding voluntary 
compliance would be the correct and positive 
approach. 
Price's interest in the nonsmoking idea 
came over 20 years ago when brother Larry 
opened King's. Since many kids visited the 
Lincoln-born hamburger chain. Price decided 
against cigaret machines and passed out 
pamphlets warning of the hazards of smoking. 
Although Price does not smoke himself, he is 
not against smokers, having one in the Price 
family. 
When Price opened his Bethany Pantry 
Restaurant a year ago. two-thirds of the 
restaurant was designated a nonsmoking sec­ 
tion 
Although there were some disgruntled 
customers, most comments were favorable, he 
said The South Pantry location soon will be 
divided into smoking and nonsmoking sections 
after some rearranging and reconstruction, he 
added 
I’rice said he has found smokers often 
enjoy nonsmoking sections when they are 
eating He docs not have a count on local 
restaurants with separate sections, but 
believes it will become more common "if the 
customers come in and start asking for it.” 


When the example is set. others will be 
willing to try the smoking and nonsmoking 
segregation. 
The Palms Cafe, 235 No, 11th, prohibits all 
smoking, said floor manager Lori Krieger. The 
Palms specializes in all-natural vegetarian 
foods “ so it (the no smoking) goes with 
everything.” she said. 
When the restaurant opened two years ago 
"we decided it would be one way or the other,” 
she noted. The decision for no smoking pleased 
the staff since few of them smoked, she said. 
Ms. Krieger said the cafe’s many plants 
seem to be healthier and the all-natural foods 
taste better sans smoke. 
There were a few initial complaints “ but I 
think percentage-wise most people respect the 
fact,'* she said. "Some come for that reason — 
so they don’t get fumigated.” 
Because of the intimacy of the Palms, she 
said the split sections did not seem feasible. 
Ed C arter, executive director of the 
Nebra.ska Lung Assn., said at a national level, 
the lung association informally supports the 
no-sm oking and sm oking se c tio n s in 
restaurants. “ But we feel it is more effective if 
it is done on a voluntary basis,” he said. 
"We try to encourage people to establish 
nonsmoking a reas,” he said, adding the 
association is willing to provide signs, tent 
cards and brochures. The brochures encourage 
diners to ask for separate sections before being 
seated 
He said Denny’s and Perkins’ Cake and 
Steak (both in Lincoln) have national policies 
demanding both smoking and nonsmoking sec­ 
tions Blum's Restaurant also offers areas to 
smokers and nonsmokers. 
Carter said the National Restaurant Assn.

is concerned that demanding separate sections 
would place an additional financial burden on 
restaurants. Some would have to redesign ven­ 
tilation systems as well as floor plans. 
There is no formal national lung associa­ 
tion position on the question, said Carter, who 
added the group is interested in no smoking in 
banks and department stores as well as 
restaurants. 
Price said some restaurateurs are afraid 
to segregate smokers and nonsmokers fearing 
less customer traffic, although those offering 
such sections say they haven't seen a loss in 
business.” And he said it is often difficult for
